“HOOD. MOUNTAIN : 


Two chamuered buses left the Greyhound - 


Depot at ¥:30 a.m., March 1, Arriving 
at our. starting point in Sonoma County 
we were met by our leader, Lee Stopple, — 


- who owns a ranch in the neighborhood. 
It was a elear, sunny day; the sky 


blue, but the wind icy. Our route lay 
along a country road in the direction 
of Hood Mountain, which rises steeply 


_ from a level plain of agricultural 


land. We soon came to a ranch. house, 
hidden among the fir trees at the 
foot of the mountain, Lee went in- 
side and brought out Mr. Knowles, the 
owner of the ranchlands over which we 
hiked, He gave a cordial welcoming 
speech, 

We began the gentle climb up the 


‘mountain, Lee doing his best to re- 
‘strain the more enthusiastic members 


of the party, so that we would not get 
to the top before lunchtime, 

Before the last stretch, the dirt 
road gave out, and we pushed our way 
through the manzanita on a narrow 
trail. From the top of the mountain 
there was a magnificent view in all 
directions, We could see the Bay 
Bridge, Mt. Tamalpais and Mt. Diablo, 
rows of hiils and bright green val- 
leys cut up into fields, and orchards 
with straight rows of trees, By this 
time, a few threatening clouds had 
gathered, and the contrast of light 
and shade added to the beauty of the 
landscape, 

Putting an educational touch on the 
trip, Dick Monges unpacked Hig huge 
rucksack and displayed his knapsack- 
ing equipment, including everything 
fron sleeping bag to egg container, to 
show what can be packed on a trip.
